AN FRANCISCO, July 8%.—The 
Mt. Tamalpais fire, whipped by a 
strong wind, covered the side of 

the mountain from top to base this 
evening, and at 8 o’clock was reported 
within 500 feet of the nearest house 
in the outskirts of the town of Mill 
Valley.

ALL-NIGHT FIGHT 
WITH THE FIRE.

flames in Fern Canyon, beyond con- 
trol of the band of fire-fighters and 
sweeping up the mountainside. 

This morning the fire-fighters suc- 
ceeded in checking the fldmes in Fern 
Canyon and believed then that the fire 
was under control. Suddenly the fire 
raged again with increased fury, and 
before it could be checked it had 
swept up the slope, nearly reaching 
the tavern. 

More than 800 acres have been dev- 
astated, and those who fought the 
fire say that the escape of Muir Woods 
and the West Point Inn is miracu- 
lous. 

This is said to have been the flercest 
foresx fire that ever raged over the 
slopes of Mt. Tamalpais. 
The fire started about 10 o'elock yes- 
terday morning near the spring above 
West Point. This is the spring which 
seeps down over the slope, coming to 
the surface near the railroad track, 
close to West Point, affording drink- 
ing water to the trampers on their 
way to West Point. 

Sweeping dangerously close to the 
West Point Inn, the fire passed down 
the slope to the pipe line, spreading 
to the straight Throckmorton trail, 
which leads up the mountainside to 
Tamalpais Tavern. 

Acres and acres of chaparral! cov- 
ering that portion of the moun- 


tain slope through which the 
Throckmortan trail passes were 
swept by the flames. Before the 


fire could be checked it had spread 
to the wilderness, hogback trail, which 
begins back of West Point, cutting 
down in a steep grade to Muir Woods. 
Skillful fire-fighting prevented the 
flames from reaching Muir Woods, but 
the flames reached Fern Canyon and 
still are raging there. 

E. F. Runyon, president of the Mt. 
Tamalpais Scenic Railway, took per- 
sonal charge of the fire-fighting and 
ordered trains run frequently to West 
Point. Volunteers joined in the work 
and assistance soon came by train 
from Mill Valley and its environs. 
Back-firing and wet sacks were em- 
ployed. Last night, when it was 
found the blaze was of greater pro- 
portions than first supposed, a call was 
gent to the Presidio and Ft. Baker. 
From the Presidio came 202 enlisted 
men of the Sixteenth Infantry, under 
command of Capt. Orrin R. Wolf, and 
nine officers. There Were also three 
hospital corps officials, with Capt. Mc- 
Dermott.

Tamalpais Conservation Club, was one 


of the early arrivals at the scene of 
the fire. ‘Other members of the or- 
ganization joined him and they as- 


sisted in the fire-fighting. 


The volunteers, with soldiers, and a 


detachment of San Francisco firemen, 
sent to Sausalito by the fire tug Da- 


vid Scanrell, worked all night. Morn- 
ing found the flames still raging. 

This morning an additional detach- 
ment left the Presidio and joined the 


fire-fighters. Under command of Capt. 
George McD. Weeks, 153 men of the

LAKE MICHIGAN SQUALLS 
WRECK TWO AVIATORS. 


St. Louis Operator and His ‘Machinist in Hydro- 
Aeroplane Are Picked Up by Dredges Off South Chi- 
cago, and New Yorker IsRescued by Life Saving 
Crew—One Out of Ten Lands in Safety. 


HICAGO, July 8—Two of the 
three hydro-aeroplanes which 
started from Chicago today to fly 
to Detroit were wrecked over Lake 
Michigan by squalls and fell into the 
waves far from land. Anthony Jannus 
of St. Louis and his mechanic, Paul 
McCullough, were picked up off South 
Chicago by the steam sand dredger 
Dahlke. Walter Johnson of New 
York, flying alone, was rescued near 
Whiting, Ind., by the South Chicago 
United States life-saving crew. Jan- 
nus’s machine -was abandoned. The 
life-savers brought Johnson's craft to 
shore and he may resume his flight. 
Beckwith Havens, carrying as pas- 
senger J. P. R. Verplanck of Fishkill, 
N. Y¥., owner of the machine, reached 
Michigan City in safety, the only one 
of the ten aviators originally scheduled 
to start who made the first lap. 
Jannus was the first to leave Chi- 
cago. Havens followed ten minutes 
later. Johnson's start was delayed by 
engine trouble. 

RUNS INTO STORM. 
Jannus had trouble from the start. 
He ran into a thunderstorm with 
fierce squalls of wind when he had

covered ut half the distance. The 
machine forced to descend, but 
the lake so rough that it was with 


difficulty that Jannus and McCullough 
could keep afloat. The men were pad- 
dling desperately in the effort to keep 
the craft right side up when the 
dredger steamed up to them and threw 
them lines. 

The rescue was just in time as a 
few minutes later such a squall blew 
up that the Dahlke found it impossible 
to tow the air craft and was obliged 
to cast it adrift. The hydro-aeroplane 
drifted out of sight in a few minutes 
apparently a wreck with its wings 
torn and broken. Jannus and McCul- 
lough were almost exhousted. They 
were revived in the cabin of the 
dredgér and a short time after being 
landed were able to proceed to Chi- 
cago by train. 

The rescue of Jannus and McCul- 
lough was seen by the United States 
life-saving crew which picked up 
Johnson.

The Caminetti case, in which Me- 
Reynolds directed a delay in the trial 
at the instance of Secretary of Labor 
Willson for the benefit of the latter's 
Commissioner-General Immigra- 
tion, is especially embarrassing to the 
administration. 

The President upheld Mr. McRey- 
nolds in his action, but it is known 
he made it clear he does not want any 
repetition of the incident, and here- 
\after there must be exceedingly good 
grounds before the Attorney-General 
will issue instructions to postpone any 
trial. 

But Mr. McReynolds displayed alto- 
gether too much haste, in the view of 
the administration, in his advocacy of 
the progressive tobacco tax amend- 
ment, which he proposed for the pur- 
pose of putting the tobacco trust ont 
of business. As a result of the Presb 
dent’s declaration that he did not ap- 
prove the plan, it was rejected by the 
Democratic caucus. 

The tangible result of the matter 
was the refusal of Senator Hitchcock 
of Nebraska, who, in compliance with 
the request of the Attorney-General, 
introduced the amendment, to bind 
himself to support the Democratie 


tariff bill. 

Luckily for the President, Mr. 
Hitchcock's vote will not be 
quired and the chances anyhow are 
that the Senator will vote for the 
bill. But the act is not lost sight 
of that Mr. Hitchcock did not sup- 
port the nomination of President 
Wilson, but that of Speaker Clark, 
and he did not find any reason for 
satisfaction in the appointment of 
William Jennings Bryan as Secretary 
of State. In short, the McReynolds 
episode has furnished Mr. Hitchcock 
with an excellent excuse for remain- 
ine independent of the President 
thmpughout the administration, as Ne 
can say to his constituents that Mr. 
Wileon withdrew his indorsement 6f 
the plan, which, in the judgment 6f 
the legal adviser of the Chief Execu- 
tive, was the only one which could 
have destroyed the tobacco trust. 
Even this matter, however, is not 
the straw that ts breaking the 
camel's back. Like many of other 
members of the Cabinet, the Attor- 
ney-General is leaving all important 
matters to the President for de 
cision. In the Union Pacific-Penn- 
sylvania deal, by which the two roads 
exchanged the Southern Pacific and 
the Baltimore and Ohio, Mr. McRey- 
nolds carefully investigated the mat- 
ter and then went over it in detafl 
with his chief. The latter approv-

This policy of putting everything up 
to the President is likely, however, to 
become embarrassing. The Attornejf- 
General is clearing his own skirts of 
responsibility by recommending ac 
tion by the President which the lats 
ter may not care to take. . 
This means that the record of MP, 
McReynolds is protected, while that 
of the President may not appear as 
straight as it is declared it would if 
the facts were known. Frequently 
there are many reasons which compel 
the President to defer or even to dis- 
approve a prosecution, and these rea- 
sons are entirely sound. 

M’ REYNOLDS TOO HASTY. 
There is no doubt the administra- 
tien intends to make a record as @ 
“trust-buster.” This is in accordance 
with the Democratic platform But 
Mr. McReynolds unhappily is so con- 
stituted that he tnterprets the plate-, 
form literally. He does not believe in 
half-way measures, and he has pre- 
pared a campaign which would strike 
terror to the monopolists. He would 
like nothing better than to start in 
without a moment's delay. 
The President believes there ts 
ample time for action. Business now 
is disturbed by the tariff and may be 
further disturbed during the discus- 
sion of the currency reform bill.

practice today as a preliminary to 
using the 19 and 12-inch guns the 
ten companies of the First Artillery 
of the California National Guard, are 
in camp at Ft. Winfield Scott, par- 


ticipating in the joint maneuvers with 
the Twenty-ninth Company, Coast 
Artillery,. United States army. 

A regulation camp, with headquar- 
ters, hospital detachment and com- 
pany details, has been arranged un- 
der the instruction of regular army 
officers assigned by the War Depart- 
ment for that purpose. 

The object of the camp is to bring 
the National Guard up to the army 
standard. 

Sub-caliber practice is considered 
one of the most important branches 
of artillery instruction.

Ten and twelve-inch 
guns are used, the only difference be- 
ing in the size of the projectile. An 
ordinary rifle cartridge is inserted in 
a dummy projectile and casing with 
firing pin and when fired by the 
regular process gives an esellent 
imitation of the rea! thing. 

Target practice may be tried out 
under these conditions.

SITUATION 


IS CLEARING. 
RESTORATION OF CONFIDENCE 
IN PITTSBURGH. 


Financiers Refuse Offers of As- 
sistance from New York, Chicago 
and St. Louls—Receiver ©. 
Murray Calls in the Books of 
Depositors. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.) July 8.—To 
the decisive and sharp-cut statement 
of Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, 
issued last night, is attributed the 
restoration of almost normal condi- 
tions in fnancial Pittsburgh tonight 
despite the closing of the doors of 
the First-Second National Bank yes- 
terday, an institution that had been 
accredited one of the strongest in the 
country. 

The closing of the First-Second was 
naturally followed .by suspension of 
its affiliated bank, the First National 
of McKeesport, and the appointment 
of receiverships for the banking 
house of J. 8. and W. 8S. Kuhn, incor- 
porated, and a like action with the 
American Waterworks and Guarantee 
Company. 

Another Kuhn interest that was af- 
fected, the Pittaburgh Bank for Sav- 
ings, suffered somewhat from the 
complication, a run being started on 
it yesterday, chiefly by small depos- 
itors. This was continued in some- 
what greater magnitude early today 
but it appeared to abate as the day 
wore on. 

The small groups of depositors that 
entered the bank were promptly paid 
350 upon demand, as yesterday, and 
required to give the legal notice of 
thirty, sixty or ninety days to with- 
draw other amounts above stated 
figures. Yesterday $57,000 was with- 
drawn from the bank, while the de- 
posits were $20,000. 


BANK OFFICERS RESIGN. 


About noon the announcement was 
made that J. S&S Kuhn, the president. 
and W. 8. Kuhn, the -vice-presidert, 
had resigned and that W. J. Jones, 
the former secretary and treossurer of 
the bank, had been made president, 
with A. N. Voegtly, former assistant 
to Mr. Jones, a& secretary and treas- 
urer, while L. M. Piurnmer, audit or, 
was made vice-president. 

From the time of this announce- 
ment the run perceptibly abated and 
the crowd disappeared, until at clos- 
ing time the vicinity of the bank 
differed from no other business day. 

Expected statements as to the 
American Waterworks and Guaran- 
tee Company were not forthcoming 
today, the delay being attributed to 
the delay in the appointment cof the 
fourth receiver. 

No developments were announced

today and little wae expected wntil 
the receiver, C. C. Murray has had 
an opportunity to sssemWie the ass ts 
of the bank and had been enabled to 
ascertain its liabiuties. It is expect 

ed that within a few duys a call will 
be sent out to depositurs to present 
thelr books for balancing tuward the 
end that an accurate ariount of the 
bank’s indebtedness mey be learned.

George J. Fenton, town clerk 
of Santa Clara. has been relieved from 
office and Gordon G. Rowe, an ¢- 
pert accountant of San Francisco, is 
working on a three-weeks’ audit of 
his books, according to information 
which leaked out today 

Fenton's reported shortage varies, 
but it is declared on reliable author- 
ity that Mrs. Fenton deposited in the 
city funds- $301 just before the be- 
ginning of the work of the expert ac- 
countant. 

When Rowe started work Fenton 
was relieved of the clerkship, o5- 
tensibly for a vacation, and an effort 
was made by the board to name 4 
temporary clerk. Legal advice was 
had and this was found impossible. 

This morning Fenton was instruct- 
ed to make out the bills and get ac- 
counts ready for the adjourned meet- 
ing of the Trustees, which was held 
at Santa Clara tonight. 

Fenton has been clerk of Santa 
Clara twelve years. Thirteen months 
ago an official audit of his books was 
made and the accounts were found to 
be correct. 

Immediately following, methods 
which are said to have involved Fen- 
ton in difficulties are said to have 
been pursued by the clerk. He re- 
ceives a salary of $125 a month and 
2% per cent. on certain collections. 

The annual income of the town is 
approximately $460,000. Of this only 
a small part is Handled by Fenton. 
Tt includes personal property taxes 
and what money from gas. water, li- 
ecense and sewer collections comes into 
his hands during the absence of the 
regular collectors.

Los Angeles Harbor" to Be 
Made Impregnable. 


Latest Estimates Ready for 
Secretary of War. 


Armament Will a 
Fourteen-inch Gun. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 8.—{ Exclusive Dispatch.) 
Estimates by the War Department 
for continuing work on the for- 
tifications at San Pedro to protect 
Los Angeles Harbor are almost ready 
to be submitted to the Secretary of 
War for approval. They will then be 
made part of the treasury estimates 
for the appropriations by Congress 
and will be submitted to Congress in 
December. 

Congressman Stephens has been in 
consultation at various times with the 
officers of the Coast Artillery Bureau, 
and he is informed that the estimates 
for the coming year will provide for 
all the funds that can be used to ad- 
vantage in the work during the period 
for which the appropriation is to be 
made. One item to be submitted is 
$26,000 for emplacements for the big 
guns in addition to $100,000 appro- 
priated for this purpose in the Dill 
passed last January. The artillery of- 
ficers recommend the appropriation of 
$325,000 for guns in addition to $128,- 
000 appropriated last January for one 
fourteen-inch rifle. 

In case these recommendations be 
approved there will be, with the sums 
granted at the last session, $350,000 
for emplacements and $458,000 for 
guns. Plans are well under way for 
the work to be done under appropria-~- 
tions already made. It ie anticipated 
that work will begin on the emplace- 
ments very soon, and the gun, it is re- 
ported, is being forged, or soon will 
be. With the $250,000 paid for the 
ground on which the defenses are 
being built and the money already 
appropriated and recommended, Con- 
gress will have appropriated $1,048,- 
000 toward the protection of Los An- 
geles Harbor. This is about one-third 
of the total amount which it is ex- 
pected the defenses will cost.

EBELS SEIZE 
NORWEGIAN BOAT. 


Guaymas the Day After It Fell 
Into Hands of Constitutionalists. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TOMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, July &.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] That the Norwegian steam- 
er Jason, Capt. S. A. Larsen, has been 
taken over by the Mexican rebels at 
Guaymas, is the belief of her charter- 
er, Capt. F. Jebsen of this city. The 
Jason sailed from San Francisco June 
16, and from Mazatlan for Guaymas 
June 26, and has not reported since 
that time. 

Inasmuch as included in her Guay- 
mas cargo was a consignment of 300 
tons of California hay for the Federal 
troops, and as Guaymas fell into the 
hands of the rebels the day after the 
Jason should have arrived there, the 
supposition of Capt. Jebsen that the 
vessel has been captured he believes 
to be well founded. 

The Vessel, 3000 tons’ burden, sailed 
from Gan Francisco June 16, and, after 
leaving Mazatlan, where a shipment 
of dynamite was to be discharged, she 
was to make Guaymas, Santa Rosalia, 
La Pas and one or two other ports 
before arriving back in San .Pedro 
July 20, and San Francisco July 23. 
As he heard from the steamer on 
sailing day from Mazatlan, Capt. Jeb- 
sen knows that the dynamite was dis- 
charged without mishap and the 
course shaped for Guaymas. 

The Jason is a single-screw freight- 
er, built nine years ago ih Norway. 
She is 285 feet long, thirty-nine feet 
beam and seventeen feet Mong Her 
engines are of 900 horse power and 
develop a speed of eleven knots. She 
was changed to an oil butner by F. 
Jebsen & Company, her present 
charterers, a year and a half ago, soon 
after she wag taken over by them. 

Just before leaving on the last trip 
the vessel was equipped with wireless. 
Since she was last heard from Capt. 
Jebsen has been trying tb 
touch with her through t 
Mall liners Peru and City of Para, and 
through the cruiser Maryland, but 
without success, This failure of wire- 
less communication, more than any- 
thing elee, is what is giving uneasiness 


here.

BURNED ALIVE. 


Illinois Legislators Hear 
Astounding Charges. 


Investigation of Maternity 
Homes Is Resumed . 


Finding of a Human Arm 
Puzzles Medical Experts. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIVES.) 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES,’ July %8.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Sensational charges were 
made in the opening session today of 
the Curran Legislative Committee for 
the investigation of baby farms and 
maternity homes. 

Chairman Thomas Curran made the 
astounding charge that babies had 
been burned alive and many disposed 
of in quicklime. 


The Rev. F. E. J. Lioyd, one of the 
house members of the committee, 
asked the comittee to protect illegiti- 
mate children. 

“A child born out of wedlock is 
just as much a child as one born of 
lawful parentage.” he said. 

At the opening of today’s session, 
Chairman Curran reviewed the work 
of the old committee. 

“In our previous investigation we 
found conditions in these places ap- 
palling,” he said. “We could not help 
forming convictions that babies were 
burned and many of them consumed 
or gotten out of the way by the 
quicklime route. 

“We. investigated one maternity 
hospital that has been referred to in 
the newspapers and found things 
there in a terrible state. 

“We shall renew our investigation 
of these institutions. Before we were 
groping in the dark, but now with 
funds and information we shall be in 
a position to co to the bottom of ter- 
rible cruelties and inhuman  ac- 
tions.” 

FIND ARM IN YARD. 


The arm discovered in the yard of 
the National Maternity Hospital by 
Serget. George Scrivener of the Coro- 
ner’s office has been given to three 
medical experts to determine whether 
it is that of a man or a Woman. 

If it is found to be that of a wom- 
an, Dr. Rogers, superintendent of the 
hospital, will be held responsible, 
as he claims he received,no women's 
bodies from the Illinois Demonstrat- 
ors’ Association during the past year. 


INVALIDATE ASSESSMENT. 


Superior Court at Stockton Makes 
an Important Ruling Affecting Ir- 
rigation Disirict. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES! 

STOCKTON, July 8.— [Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] In granting a permanent 
injunction against the trustees of 
reclamation district 773, whereby the 
4istrict ie forbidden to sell any land 
to satisfy delinquent assessments, the 
Superior Court yesterday invalidated 
an assessment which was made in 
1910 to raise $167,006.90/ 

The plaintiffs in the case are John 
Finnan, Dorothea Lammers and 
Marie Robbins, wealthy island land 
owners. In granting the injunction 
the court laid down a rule which may 
be widely adopted. It declares that 
the levying of an assessment in any 
irrigation district, although officially 
approved by the Board of Supervisors, 
is invalid if there are aify irregular- 
ities in the petition. 

The suit has been pending in the 
court for about a year and several 
thousand acres are affected by the 
decision. The land owners alleged 
that the trustees resorted to fraud in 
order to secure the Supervisors’ sanc- 
tion of their assessment. A large 
part of the tax, it is said, has already 
been pald by those who did not pro- 
test.

Even 
the persons back of the petition did 
not seem enthusiastic. Possibly they 
contemplate a new method of attack 
upon the salary ordinance. 

The County Clerk will return the 
referendum petition to the Supervi- 
sors today or tomorrow with the in- 
dorsement that it is insuffictent. 


The salary ordinance passed June 


2 will provide for the payment of the 
July salaries unless some legal pro- 
ceeding is started. But Earl is ap- 
parently frightened by the revolt of 
his following and may withdraw all 
opposition to the salary ordinance, 
particularly if the raises for thé Dis- 
trict Attorney's deputies are reduced 
somewhat.

Mrs. Smith fell back on the sofa, dy- 
ing a few minutes later. 

“I was so excited I didn’t know what 
i was doing,” said Mrs. Eby. “TI tried 
everything te bring Irene to conscious- 
mess, Then I ran into the street and 
called for help. I found one bullet 
in the woodwork of the sofa. I gave 
it to one of the officers.” 

The witness said that Bohannon 
lived in the house. She said he ap- 
peared on friendly terms with her 
daughter, who had been married twice. 
She was 21 at the time of her slay- 
ing. The witness declared that Bo- 
hannon and Murphy were not friendly. 

Mrs. Estelle Moore, now in the 
County Jail awaiting trial on a charge 
of murder in connection with the 
same fatal shooting, was with Mur- 
phy when the three shots were fired. 
She may be a witness for the defense.

that of last year. 

“We went all over the southern 
end of the valley collecting data on 
the probable cotton yield,” said 
Platt, “and we found that the aver- 
age will be from one and one-quar- 
ter to one and one-half bales to the 


acre, or a little better than last year. 
This, with the doubled acreage, -dis- 
counted on the other hand by probable 
siim yields on newly-broken land, 
means, without a shadow of a doubt, 


that the bale 
of last year.’ 

What most impressed Calvin and 
Platt was the visual evidence which 
they had of the valley's future as a 
cattle-fattening district. Thousands 
on thousands of cattle, according to 
the two Southern Pacific men, have 
been taken in there this year from 
the drouth-stricken districts of Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, and Nevada, to 
be fattened for the market.

MACHINERY 18 IN MOTION. 

The dreams Of a new postoffice for 
Pasadena are in the way of soon be- 
ing realized. The site at the corner 
of Colorado street and Worcester ave-

“TOWN PUZZLED. 


Long Beach Preacher Curtly 
Offers His Resignation. 


Pretty Girl Leaves Home 
and Distresses Parents. 


City Departments Want 
More Money This ¥ ear. 


LONG BEACH, July 8.—Albert 
Johnson of the Board of Sessions 
of the First Presbyterian Church today 
received the following message from 
Rev. O. H. L. Mason, pastor of the 
church: 

“BERKELEY, JULY 1. 

“To the Session and members of the 
First Presbyterian church of Long 
Beach: 

“I hereby offer my resignation as 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church of Long Beach. 

“O. H. LL MASON.” 

No word of explanation for giving 
up a $4000 position as pastor of the 
second largest church in Long Beach 
accompanied the formal resignation 
and this has started tongues wagging 
with renewed vigor, in it all is naught 
but rumors of reasons for the with- 
drawal from the local field of Dr. 
Mason, who has been one of the 
leaders in the political activities of the 
religious element of the city partic- 
ularly as regards prohibition. 

Dr. Mason, who has been for five 
years pastor of the church he leaves, 
went East some weeks ago to Attend 
the national presbytery. When he re- 
turned it was as a man broken in 
health, and rumors soon were cur- 
rent that he would never again oc- 
cupy the local pulpit. Elders of the 
church at first professed ignorance, 
but finally the secretary admitted that 
Dr. Mason had been advised by a phy- 
sicilan friend at Denver that he must 
get away from the Coast for his health. 
Further than this the secretary would 
not commit himself and when asked 
regarding conflicting statements given 
out concerning the pastors nervous in- 
disposition he dismissed it with the 
remark that “you can hear rumors 
about any one.” 

The first p&blication of Dr. Mason's 
rumored severance of church rela- 
tions brought from him an indignant 
denial that he proposed to resign or 
otherwise retire from the pastorate. 
He was going away temporarily he 
said on account of his health. 

A day or two later he left the city 
presumably for Sierra Madre, and the 
letter of resignation is the first news 
from him and will be a surprise to 
many of the congregation.’ The resig- 
nation will be presented officially to 
the congregation at a called meeting 
to be designated by the elders. 
Officials of the church today flatly 
refused to enter into any explanation 
or discussion of the matter although it 
is evident that some of their inno- 
cence is assumed. Until the congrega- 
tion takes formal action on the resig- 
nation, Dr. Mason will still officially re- 
main pastor. While it is expected that 
the resignution will be accepted quietly, 
it is possible that some of the mem- 
bership will insist upon a statement. 
Dr. Mason is said to be in Berkeley 
visiting’one of his sons.

tension of the aqueduct to Pasadena and 
San Dimas for peddling the surplus water 
to consumers not in sight. The revenye 
from this enormously costly and very vi- 
cious proposition could not have been more 
than a few thousand dollars a year: and 
the voters took the ground that they would 
not saddie themselves with an additional 
debt of six or seven millions to build a 
pipe line for the benefit of outlying com- 
munities that should construct and pay for 
a pipe line of their own if they wanted one. 
The “High Line” scheme must have been 
conceived in either spite or stupidity—and 
so the people voted, thrée to one, in spite 
of Graham% persistent and extraordinary 
campaigning, backed by E. T Earl, to 
put the sceheme- over. Ah, it was a hu- 
miliating defeat. 

Henderson Wis a stenographer and 
clerk, whom thé Mayor made his private 
secretary and ‘afterwards jymped into tite 
office of president of the Board of Public 
Service Commissioners, over the strong 
protests of his own political associates. ‘The 
idea of placing at the head of the most 
important department of city govern- 
ment a clerk of no large 
ence and no special fitness was so pre 
Posterous that it raised a how! from the 
galleries. Mayor Alexander bulled it 
through, however, and Henderson had the 
nerve to vote for himself as president of 
the board, the only salaried position on ft. 
Little Frankie subsequently won some un- 
pleasant notoriety by getting Guy Eddie to 
cause the arrest of three of the managers of 
The Times on the charge of criminal libel, 
alleging that The Times had libeled Hen- 
derson by saying that he had “done the 
Mayor's dirty work.” The Times presented 
its evidence, and the jury tn Judge Cham- 
bers’s court decided that it did not libel 
Henderson by so saying or in any of its 
numerous criticiams—treturning a verdict 
of acquittal for the accused, aftér the 
Alexander administration had been shot 
full of holes by the witnesses. 


Henderson stood in with Graham on all. 


his schemes, fighting for the iniquitous 
increase in service pipe extension rates 
and for the “High Line” folly which Bill 
Mulholland, the father of the aqueduct, 
characterized as a job of “audacious 
rapacity.” The little clerk not only used 
what wits he had in writing “pieces” in be- 
half of the “High Line,” but téok his pen 
in hand to do small-boy bcttle for the ad- 
vanee in water-service rates which caused 
a nearriot among lot owners.

HUTTING DOWN. 

Reduction in the duty on textile fab- 
rics is net called for. Their price is not 
excessive and American mill workers get 
an average of 100 per cent. higher wages 
than their competitors at work in foreign 
milis. The cost of living is no greater 
here than in Burope for the same standard 
of living. But American workmen do not 
live the same as European workmen. Their 
standard of life is higher. They eat bet- 
ter food, occupy better houses and wear 
better clothing. 

The tariff reduction proposed in the Wil- 
eon-Underwood bill will, says the American 
Economist, “be serious to American milis 
and mill workers as well as to investors 
in mill securities, but bad as the outlook is, 
it is the most senseless thing possible to 
accuse the big mill owners of an intention 
to curtail or shut down.” 

It is an expensive operation for a big 
plant to curtail or shut down. Fixed 
charges are practically the same when a 


mill is running on one-half or one-third, 


time, or when in full operation. It costs 
just as much for department management, 
execiitive direction, interest, infurance and 
taxes. The most valuable asset in a big 
mill is ite working organization. Trained 
carders, spinners, weavers and finishers 
know ways and machines and get many per 
cent. greater value than new hands. Cur- 
tallment breaks up this organization and 
shut-downs practically ruin it. Help scat- 
ters and the building up of a new operating 
organization is a very costly process. Idle 
equipment loses much more of its value 


than ‘vhen properly operated. There are 


‘many instances where‘ corporations have 


kept their establishments running at a loss 
for months at a time just to keep their 
organizations intact. 

The reduction in tariff? duties will, to the 
extent of the reduction, lessen the price of 
imported goods. That will inevitably lessen 
the price of home-manufactured goods of 
the same class. The manufacturer of such 
goods will meet the situation by keeping 
hie establishment going at a smaller profit 
or at no profit at all, while he waits for 
the refluent wave of common sense that 
will sweep Democracy and free trade from 
power and restore Republicanism and pro- 


tectior. 


But with the reduction or abandonment 
of profit he will stop. He will not run 
his establishment at an absolute joss. The 


| bulk of loss entailed by lowering the cost 


of manufacture must come out of the 
wages of the workmen. There is no other 
place from whence it can be taken. La- 
bor combinations will not avert reduction of

N ASIATIC LEAGUE. 

The Chinese journal, Min Chuan Pao, 
calls for an alliance of independent Asiatic 
states that shall be the Asiatic counterpart 
of Europe's Triple League of Peace and the 
Anglo-Russian¥rench entente. 

The Chinese paper regards such a league 
as imperative for the preservation of Asiatic 
interests and territory. It says that China, 
Siam and Japan, as independent states, have 
a common interest which would be promoted 
by such a league. | 

Naturally it is the weakest of the three, 
Siam, which originated this move, and both 
China and Japan are said to have received 
the proposal with friendliness. Siam, 
scarcely less than China, has been the ob- 
ject of the European aggression against 
which it would now guard, both Great 
Britain and France in recent times having 
nearly come to war over the Siamese ques- 
tion. As late as 1893 France, impelled by 
“land hunger,” was sending ultimatums to 
Siam, while Great Britain, tutereéted in 
keeping intact “the integrity and independ- 
ence of Siam” as a buer state between 
her East Indian possessious and those of 
other powers, felt impelled to interpose in 
the quarrel which at that time threatened 
to embroil Europe in war, Germany being 
understood to favor England’s position, 
while Russia was pronouncedly in favor of 
France. The territory at that time boldly 
demanded of Siam by France embraced 
about one-third of the kingdom of Siam or 
about 95,500 square miles. Poor, weak Siam 
in the presence of the French hostile dem- 
onstration made a patriotic appeal to the 
civilized world, while at the same time she 
was compelled to yield to the demands of 
the ultimatum. In view of such a recent 
sad experience it is not strange that Siam, 
or what is left of it, should seek to provide 
against final absorption by her strong Bu- 
ropean neighbors, who are now in accord 


and might readily proceed to the extinction 


of her kingdom. 


The New York Times says: 

“The prospect of such a bond of !n- 
terest and agreement is further in- 
creased by the present friendly feeling 
between China and Japan, as was 
shown by the warm welcome gi to 
Dr. Sun In his recent visit to the Is 
Empire. Several societies have also 
recently been formed for the express 
purpose of promoting the friendly feel- 
ing between the two greatest independ- 
ent Astatic states. As matters stand 
at present, the burden of such an al- 
Hance would fall chiefly upon Japan, 
neither China nor Siam being able to 
contribute much to the strength of such 
a league. Still, the movement is one 
that gives promise that an Asiatic sit- 
uation far from satisfactory to any one 
of the three states interested may even- 
tually be remedied. Certainly if a 
hard and fast and practical agreement 
could be reached by which, in case of 
an aggression by a foreign power upon 
any one of them, ft could be met by a 

lly united Asia, that 
fact would make any single European 
power hesitate to pursue a policy of 
ageressive self-interest toward any 
member of such'a league.”

WILSON’S CURRENCY BILL, 


WEAKNESS AND STRENGTH. 


BY GEORGE W. BURTON. 
It ts reassuring to business men gen- 
erally and particularly to those engaged in 
banking (the foundation of all business) to 
learn from the mouth of Senator Owen that 
the Senate will give bankers and other 
business men ample opportunity to set 


forth their views upon the proposed act 


to change the banking system of the 
country. 


When the outline of this proposed law 


Mrst reached the public mind there was 
much satisfaction as to the proposed re 
form. -It left our banking system itact 
as to ita.great outlines, disturbing none of 
its fundamental principles. t when the 
act came forth in full it was found that 
& good many of these features had been 
radically changed. Then followed xmphatic 
objection from the banking world almost 
universally and from the tu<tThess world 
very largely. Every chzfige made from 
the first outline was for the. worse, some 
of them very much so. 

As I have said heretofore in this series 
of articles, the system under which we now 
do our banking is one of the best if the 
world. All it needs is a few changes to 
make it really the best. This is the rea- 
eon why bankers and other business men 
are so disposed to be satisfied in that the 
proposed law does not make many radl- 
cal changes in the system as it is. It had 
been proposed to wipe out at once the na- 
tional. bank currency circulating on a se 
curity of government bonds, and to substi- 
tute therefor treasury notes with an wun- 
limited issue possible. The bill as it stands 
at present removes this objectionable fea- 
ture, providing a period of twenty years in 
which to change the bond-secured circula- 
tion of the national banks to a currency 
consisting entirely of treasury notes. This 
fs an excellent thing for the governr\ent 
as Well as for the people, for it leaves the 
national eredit resting on a 2 per cent. in- 
terest basis, the lowest in the world, sav- 
ing the people a good deal of money inein- 
terest. This will appear on a compari- 
son of our 2 per cent. government credit 
with 3% per cent. In England and 4% and 
moré in Germany. 

The monetary commission appointed by 
the late Congress proposed an effective 
remedy for the defeets of our banking sys- 
tem. That plan would have left our re 
serve associations as they are and provided 
for the management of the reserve 4sso- 
ciations by a board of directors chosen by 
the member banks of each reserve district. 
Ik proposed to supplement this part of the 
system by allowing the reserve association 
banks to create a great central reserve 
bank in which all the reserve banks might 
hold membership. All these banks, inciud- 
ing the great central one, were to be man- 
aged by boards of directors and officials 
chosen by the mempers thereof under the 
provisions ‘of the banking law, and under 
the supervision of the Secretary 
Treasury. 

Here we have the two main differences 
between the bill as proposed by this mone- 
tary commission and that about to come 
before Congress. The new bill leaves out 
all provision for the great central bank, and 
puts the whole banking system of the coun- 
try under the control of a commission of 
seven members three of whom are to be ex- 
officio members of the President's Cabinet 
and the other four to be appointed by the 
President without any intervention on- the 
part of the bankers or the public; and only 
one of these need have had any previous 
experience in the banking business. 

Why so vast a- number of our people 
should have an immovable prejudice, ap 
parently founded on invincible ignorance, 
to a central bank {ts difficult to conceive. 
In the minds of bankers in all parts of 
the world and of business men of large 
experience such a central bank is an abso- 
lute necessity to properly handle monetary 
transactions of an international character 
created by foreign commerce both export 
and import. It is also viewed by these 
classes of people as almost if not entirely 
necessary to have such a bank in order 
to create a quick, active market to handle 
commercial credits such as notes, bills of 


obligations. | 
But we have t along without a cen- 
tral bank and have enlarged our com- 


merce marvelously in spite of all the difi- 
culties. Business men, therefore, whose 
experience is on a large scale, bear with 
this defect in the banking system with a 
great deal more equanimity than they feel 
when they come to contemplate putting the 
whole financial system ofthe. country in 
the hands of seven men appointed by the 
President, only one of whom need neces- 
sarily know anything about banking. 
Bankers and other business men look 
further than the end of their noses and 
further than the end of the present ad- 
ministration. Whatever confidence they 
might have in the present occupant of the 
President’s chair, they cannot but feel the 
uncertainty wrapped up im the future in 
the possible election of an objectionable 
to the: Presidency. 
lt is well known that this com mission 
to supervise the whole banking business 
of the country emanated from the mind of 
Mr. Wilson's Secretary of State. Mr. 
Bryan has tried to persuade the people of 
the United States on numerous occasions to 
elect him to the Presidency and to put the 
stamp of their approval on his very revolu- 
tionary financial views. They have unl- 
formly refused to do it, and they would look 
with unspeakable misgiving on the con- 
tingency of Mr. Bryan’s succeeding, in 
1916 or 1920, in reaching the goal of his 
ambition, with the power to appoint a 
commission composed of men of his ow. 
views to control the whole money system of 


the United States.

reach of most pocketbooks. What I have said above also applies to 
the Boston Bay rule.

the latter for seaworthiness and genera! all-round ability. 

Foot for foot they may be somewhat slower, as they are dragging 
good hulls through the water and are not mere rafts with a big mast 
stuck in them. Speed is a relative term, however, and the test of good 
sport is the closeness of the contest. 

That the untversal rule is not the cause of the slump in yachting 
here is proven by the fact that the eastern sailing came is bigger and 
fetter than ever, and the San Francisco clubs are in the midst of 
one of their most successful seasons.

TO BE RECORDED, 


Official Counsele Mothers to 
Register Their Babes. 


Up Immigration Problem. 


Social Experts Discuss Pub- 
lic Philanthropies. 

(ey A. P. NICHT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

SEATTLE (Wash.) July 8.—TIt is 
more important for mothers to see 
that the births of thelr bables are 
registered than it is to see that their 
own marriage is recorded, according 
to Dr. Lewis Meriam of the Federal 
Children’s Bureaua. 

Dr. Meriam in an address on 
“Auditing the Birth Account,” before 
the National Conference of Charities 
and Correction here this morning said, 
“every mother should specifically ask 
the person in attendance upon her 
whether the baby has been properly 
registered. The birth is just as sacred 
as the marriage, and the reasons for 
recording the marriage are, if any- 
thing, of lesser importance than the 
reasons for recording the birth. The 
community must therefore demand 
that persons who are in attendance at 
births shall make reports, and if they 
fail to do so that they be prosecuted.” 

BUSINESS AND THE PUBLIC. 

In the report of his committee on 
the “Relation of Commercial Or- 
ganizationa to Social Welfare” Roger 
N. Baldwin of St. Louls today sub- 
mitted that “the most striking factor 
in the business world of today ts the 
increasing interest of the public in 
business. Private business is regarded 
as a proper field for public inquiry. 
Business is really no longer ‘private.’ 
This development is reciprocated by 
the interest of organized business in 
the public. Never before has business 
broadened its horizon to the extent of 
recognizing in practically every public 
issue its effect on business. A new 
attitude of business itself is being 
formulated and expressed through the 
daily activities of business organiza- 
tions in such public movements as 
housing, city planning, industrial 
legislation, vocation guidance, recrea- 
tion, and charities indorsement. The 
spirit of this new commercialism is 
service.” 

PHILANTHROPY RUN TO SEED. 

The ease with which charitable so- 
cleties and institutions are started in 
American cities and that without suf- 
ficient forethought by responsible peo- 
ple, was discussed by Francis H. Mc- 
Lean, general secretary. 

“We are passing through a period 
in which philanthropic societies and 
movements of all sorts are being or- 
ganized almost daily,” said Mr. Mc- 
Lean, who went on to discuss the va- 
rious needs of different cities and the 
consideration which must be given to 
organizations already in existence. 
“It is necessary,” he said, “in, order 
to prevent the waste of effort and of 
resources occasioned by the in- 
dividualistic chaos in which anyone 
can start anything at any time to take 
up the question of developing pro- 
grammes of charitable work, just as 
the development of cities on the 
municipal side is being organized and 
directed through city, planning.” 

SOCIAL SURVEYS URGED. 

Shelby M. Harrison, director of the 
department of surveys and exhibits 
of the Russell Sage Foundation of 
New York, characterized the socia! 
survey as a good business proposition. 
“In the short time gince the Pitts- 
burgh survey, the first one made in 
this country,” said Mr. Harrison, “the 
idea has spread far, gripping civic and

“It has been the boast of the West 
that the sinister social conditions 
found in older and more thickly pop- 
ulated parts of the world do not main- 
tain here. As population increases 
and world-old tendencies of social 
perversity become more evident, it 
will be the logical duty of the asso- 
Clations to guard against, and fight 
the evils whose absence they have be- 
fore gioried in.” 

RURAL PROBLEMS.

All of «the various phases of the 
Santa Barbara gas rate war were 
touched on yesterday in the all-day 
hearing in Judge Wilbur’s court of 
the complaint filed by the Santa Bar- 
bara Gas and OUBlectric Company
